masonry on pile foundations. From the Lock 
to the sluices a timber dam is to be con- 
structed, for the purpose of arresting the 
tidal flow. Dredging will be required in the 
Broad and Lechmere canals, located in Cam- 
bridge just above the Dam, in the adjacent 
Basin, and in the vicinity of the ends of the 
Lock, sluices and marginal conduits. The 
construction of the Dam and its appurte- 
nances will require about 340,000 cubic yards 
of earth excavation, 400,000 cubic yarde of 
additional material -fpr filling.
